Frame bulldings, except per-
haps for small, rhn-lr tenements, will soon
cense Lo be bullt in this eity, Out of
twenty-three  residences we know  the
smallest of which is to cost 83 000, fourteen
are o be of stone and cut stone, mind you,
At that. Several of these residences, ke
the proposed new business blocks, are
I ‘stunners;’ but then what's the use, the
Inst man to build goes his nelghbor one
better. You see, with stone it is possible
to get 8o much better architectural effects,
both Interior and exterior, than it is tw
roduce with wood, and Helena people
iave & greater regard for better effects in
bullding than most new cities.”

“Do you think stone will yet become the
universal material for exterior walls of all
kinds of bulldlmia in Helena 7

“Well, that only depends upon one thing.
Our best, and in fact our only loeal build-
ing stones are from five to ten miles dis
tant from the eity; given cheap transporta-
tion and with the quantity, quality snd
variety of stone so near town, stone bulld
ings will go up on every side.”

“There'sone hotel, four churches, twelve

GONE TO HIS REWARD.
Juhn Bhepherd, s Western Newspaper Man,
Dies In Santa Ve,

At Santa Fe, New Mexieo, last Saturday,
there died suddenly of heart disease a man
of whom It could be truthfully said:

“ Yone knew him bat to love him,
Norne named bim but to prajse.’

That man was John Shepberd, who at
the time ff his death was employed upon
the Las Vegas Optic and was reporting the
Isgisiature for his paper. Perhaps no man
was  better known through Colorado,
Wyoming and New Mexieo than Jobn
Shepherd, a prince among men. His life
was kindly and gentle, and though reverses
in fortune made him a bohemian, made
him give up a luxurious home in the east to
seek a livelihood in the west, his surround-
ings never for a moment dimmed the polish
of his manhood.

He was born and reared in Philadelphia,
Pa., entered the Unlon army when he
WaS young as a Emm and rose to the
rank of major, which rank he held when
musterad out of service, He returned to
Philadelphia at the elose of the war and

eéntered the mercantlle business, amassin
a large fortune. He was happily marri
and leaves four children, :?ﬂ wife died

some years ago. By his -heartedness
he lost every cent of his handsome compe-
tence, having endorsed the notes of too
many friends. e went to Colorado in’
I8, and settled in Durango. He repre-
sented his eonnty at the exposition held in
Denver in 1880, and at its close remained in
that city. taking a position on the Evening

World. From the World he went on the
News, and while on that paper his articles
—

first began to attract attention. His
stories were purely western, written in
a araphle, pleasing manner, and his
writings miade the News widely
known. Many of his storles were
transiated into German, French and
Italian, He remalned with the News for a
pumber of years, and then went to Lead-
ville, where he worked for the Herald-
Demoerat and the Journal. He returned to
Denver and from there went to Las Vegas,

“shep,” as he was known to everybody,
was not only a novelist and newspaper
man, but an artist and & poet.
